Committee Mokes 
First Formal Attack on 
Administration Policy 


WASHINGTON a’P>—The House 
Appropriations 
Committee 
today 
demanded that the administration 
begin selling government - owned 
surpluses of cotton and seven other 
farm products on the world market 
at “competitive prices ” 
It said failure to do so is hurting 
American farmers. It was the first 


I formal attack 
on administration 
farm policies since the Democrats 
took control of Congress. 
The committee took its stand in 
approving “with serious reserva­ 
tions” an administration request 
for $7,290,000 deficiency appropre 
lions to handle government held 
farm surpluses which have mount­ 
ed faster than anticipated 
The committee said the adminis­ 
tration's export sales policy was 
partly to blame for the stockpile 
of nearly seven billion dollars in 
farm surpluses.

I cret testimony given Wednesday by 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T 
Benson 
before 
a 
subcommittee 
headed by Rep Jamie L. Whitten 
i (D-Mis.s ). 
Benson testified that the cotton 
trade had requested that govern­ 
ment cotton stocks he held off the 
world market

“dumping" of American surpluses

Gov’t to Continue 
Butter Supports 


WASHINGTON <l.P)_The Agri­ 
culture Department, acting to hold 
butter and cheese prices at current 
levels through most of 1955, an­ 
nounced today that present fed 
eral support prices for dairy' prod 
ucts will be continued through the 
marketing year beginning April I, 
1955 
Officials hope that holding price 
props at this level—about 58 cent* 
a pound whole for butter — will 
allow dairymen to boost sales and 
help the government wipe out a 
multi million dollar surplus of but 
ter. cheese, and non-fat milk solids 
The department said 1955 56 sup 
ports will represent an estimated 
80 per cent of parity for manufac 
luring milk and 77 per cent of par­ 
ity for butter fat compared with 
75 per cent for both products in 
the current marketing year. 
The support prices which will be 
continued are $3 15 per IOO pounds 
for manufacturing milk and 56.2 
cents per pound for butter fat. To 
keep prices at these levels the gov 
eminent will continue to buy IT. S 
Grade A or higher butter ct 57 5

Ice and snow turned Midwest 
highways into death traps today 
as a cold wave knifed as far south ; 
as Texas, dropping temperatures 
5 to 20 degrees. 
At least 14 deaths had been 
counted in Illinois, Indiana. Iowa 
and South Dakota since the frigid 
air mass moved out of Canada. 
Three persons were killed in the 
Chicago area, where an icy glaze 
covered the highways, and an In 
diana couple died when their car 
cracked up in a snowstorm. 
At Streator. UL, two mon were . 
killed when their car was struck i 
by a railroad engine on a snow- 
slicked toad 
The snow was blamed for anoth- j 
er traffic death in Iowa, while in 
South Dakota six persons were kill , 
ed when their car skidded out of 
control. 
In addition, there were 256 a c -! 
cidents on slippery Chicago streets 
alone 
The cold wave 
brought snow 
which reached depths of from one 
to three inches in parts of Michi­ 
gan and 
northern Indiana and 
which stretched from the Great 
Lakes to New England early to­ 
day. 
Meanwhile temperatures dropped 
from 5 to 20 degrees from the 
Dakotas and Minnesota to northern 
Texas.

Sparkman Says 
Brownell Holds 
Up Prosecution 


Hite Failure ta 
Take Action Against 
'W indfall' Builders 


WASHINGTON OT.F)—Sen. John 
J. Sparkman (D-Ala) questioned to­ 
day whether the Justice Depart 
ment is holding up prosecution of 
“windfall” builders because such 
action would conflict with legal ad 
vice given by Atty. Gen. Herbert 
Brownell s former law firm 
Sparkman noted that it has been 
nine months since the administra 
tion first disclosed the widely pub 
licized ‘ housing scandals” but that 
there still has been no prosecution 
of any “windfall” builder or fed 
eral housing official. 
“I wonder,” Sparkman said in an 
interview', “when the Justice De 
partment is going to start attack­ 
ing the real criminality — if there 
was criminality — namely in tax 
avoidance ” 
Sparkman referred to the prac­ 
tice of postwar apartment builders 
to make huge “windfall” profits by 
obtaining excessive government in 
sured loans and then pay taxes on 
the profit as capital gains rather 
than at the much stiffer straight 
income rate 
Member of Law Firm 
“I wonder whether the Justice 
Department can prosecute,” Spark 
man said, “because some cf the 
finest legal advice (on how to nay 
the taxes) came from a law firm 
of which Mr. Brownell was a mem 
b e r ” 
He referred to the New York 
law firm of Lord. Day and Lord 
of which Brownell was a partner 
before becoming attorney general 
Testimony during the Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee investigation dis­ 
closed that the law firm had ad­ 
vised the builders of Glen Oak* 
Village in Long Island to declare 
their “windfall” as a capital gain. 
The Glen Oaks Corporation, in 
which George M 
Gross. Alfred 
Gross and Lawrence Morton were 
the principal stockholders, pocket 
cd about $4,600,000 in “windfall" 
profits 
The government has since 
made a test case against the cor 
poration. contending it should have 
paid the much higher income taxes 
on the profits. 
Sparkman said he understood the 
tax advice given by Brownell s law 
firm on this case became the pat 
tern throughout the homebuilding 
industry" in the postwar boom of 
apartment 
building 
with

mortgages.

WASHINGTON ‘CP' — Sen. Jo 
seph R McCarthy fired new “treas 
on” charges at the Democrat* to­ 
day. 
McCarthy said he was not accus 
mg all Democrats of treason 
Then 
he added, “As far as I m concerned, 
there was treason by someone in 
the party.” 
The Wisconsin Republican s re­ 
marks came in the wake of Presi 
dent Eisenhower’s defense of Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon against 
Democratic 
charges 
that 
Nixon 
used “smear tactics" in the 1954 
congressional campaign by saying 
Democratic administrations were 
soft toward Communists. 
The President said he was sure 
Nixon never challenged the loyalty 
of the whole Democratic party. 
McCarthy agreed that it would 
be “ridiculous” to imply that all 
Democrats were treasonous, but 
said there was “treason” under 
Democratic rule 
In a statement that echoed hi- 
“20 years of treason” speeches 
against the Democrats two years 
ago, McCarthy said “Take any one 
of 20 years of Democratic regime 
and there was treason 
When the 
truth hurt, the Democrat Party 
called it a smear.” 
“Whoever retained Harry Dexter 
White and put him in a position 
to do tremendous damage, whoever 
kept Alger Hiss on, knowing he 
had been named as a Communist 
spy — there was treason involved,** 
he said. 
“This does not imply that mil 
lions of members of the Democrat 
ic Party were traitors, nor that 
Democratic senators are guilty of 
treason. 
Most of them are as op 
posed to communism as we are. 
“But there was treason. If there 
hadn’t been treason, there wouldn’t 
have been a Korean War: China 
would still be free,” said McCarthy.

CAA Says DC3 
Failed to File 
Flight Plan 


CINCINNATI. O. (EP> — \ Civil 
Aeronautics safety official said to­ 
day a DC-3 which collided with a 
TWA airliner here Wednesday fail­ 
ed to file a flight plan before tak­ 
ing off from Sturgis. Mich. 
Lewis Reinbold. Pittsburgh. Pa.. 
CAA safety agent, commented on 
the absence of a flight plan after 
examining wreckage of tho two 
planes which crashed with the loss 
of 15 lives 
He said the DC-3 also made no 
contact with CAA facilities after 
taking off for Lexington. Ky. 
But 
he pointed out that filing of a flight 
plan or contact with the CAA is 
not required. 
Reinbold said 
he expected to 
make an exhaustive examination 
before filing a report on the crash. 
He added that it might be two 
months before the final report is 
prepared.

Committee Investigates 
A six-man investigating commit 
tee of CAA. CAB and TWA offi­ 
cials, headed by CAB Representa­ 
tive Fred Rowell of Chicago also 
inspected the charred remains of 
the crash. 
The Trans World Airliner, a twin 
engined Martin 202. carrying IO 
persons and a crew of three, was 
en route from Greater Cincinnati 
Airport in nearby Boone County.

It was airborne only minutes in 
the bleak overcast skies before the 
collision occurred with a twin-en­ 
gined DC-3, en route from Sturgis 
to Lexington with a pilot and co­ 
pilot. 
The private plane was to 
have stopped at Lexington to pick 
up Mr. and Mrs. Fred Van Lennep, 
owner of Castleton Farms harness 
horse stables, and take them to 
Del Ray, Fla. 
Mrs Van Lcnncp. owner of the 
DC-3, is the former Frances Dodge, 
heiress to the Dodge auto fortune 
She declined to comment when 
contacted concerning the tragedy.

“ strikes and shutdowns” or feath­ 
erbedding on the project.

Asks Extension 
Of Draft, New 
Reserve Program 


Proposal to Congress 
Includes Increase 
In Military Pay 


WASHINGTON *1P - President. 
Eisenhower today a^-ked Congre-s 
to extend the draft for four years, 
set up a massive reserve training 
program for young men 17 and 18 
years old and raise the pay of the 
armed services. 
Mr. Eisenhower proposed an ag­ 
gregate pay increase of 6.7 
per 
cent in military pay. This is esti­ 
mated to cost about 750 million 
dollars in pay and allowances for 
men and women already 
in 
the 
armed services. 
Defense officials said improved 
fringe benefits also recommended 
by the President for the active 
forces could boost extra costs to 
around one billion dollars yearly. 
But this would be just about offset 
by savings from a planned reduc­ 
tion in military .strength 
About 
368.000 men are to be trimmed 
from the armed forces by mid-1956. 
The 
chief executive's 
reserve 
plan called for “ volunteers” in the 
17-and-18-year-old age bracket for 
six months’ ba-ic training to 
be 
followed by active reserve partici­ 
pation for 9Mi years. 
Mr. Ei-enhower gave no figure 
as 
to how 
many 
“ volunteers” 
would be needed — he said 
an 
“ adequate” number. The Defense 
Department has said the goal 
is 
100.000 a year to start. 
The President said if an “ ade­ 
quate” number do not volunteer, 
authority should be given to draft 
>oung mon between the 
ages of 
18tit and 19. 
Would Require Reserve Duty 
Men not volunteering, or select­ 
ed. for 'his program — a modified 
form of universal military training 
— would continue subject to calls 
by their draft boards for two years 
of regular military duty, as 
at 
present. 
For the first time, reserve duty 
for discharged draftees would be 
mad* compulsory. 
The President 
proposed “other than honorable” 
discharges for those who failed to 
carry out their assigned reserve 
duties.

Eisenhower,

sages to the House and Senate. 
said i? shall always be the nation’s 
objective, “ in the present world 
situation, to maintain a military 
force that we can support for the 
many years that may be necessary 
to dispel the shadow of Communist 
threat.”

I. 1959, of the authority to induct

hower said he saw “ no reasonable 
prospect that the world situation 
or technological advances, in the

piration date of next July I. 
No Blanket Increase 
The 
Presidents 
military

raise program did not include an 
across-the-board increase, but was 
a plan of selective pay adjustments 
to 
foster 
a professional 
career 
service.

Pre-ident’s 
pay proposals 
got a friendly reception from Con­ 
gress 
But the complex reserve 
program was in trouble even be­ 
fore it reached Capitol Hill. 
Con- 
gre-s 
traditionally 
has 
opposed 
LMT. Today’s re-erve plan did not 
carry the label, but members said 
it 
unquestionably 
was a step in 
that direction. 
Mr. Eisenhower called his pro­ 
gram the National Reserve Plan. 
Extension of the draft law, at 
least, was assured. 
Mr Eisenhower proposed no in- 
crea-e in pay and allowances for 
the first two years of enlisted serv­ 
ice or in the first three years for 
officers.

College Football 


NEW YORK IP—College football 
has six brand-new rules to d a y - 
designed to give the game some 
> of the “ blessings” of the two-pla­

A rule permitting more substitu­ 
tions and five other more minor 
charges were announced Wednes­ 
day by an NCAA committee head­ 
ed’ by* Herbert O. (Fritz) Crisler— 
the group that has the “final say” 
on the rules of the game.
